BERLIN (AP)—Fifty-seven 


East Germans escaped to West 
Berlin this weekend through a 
long tunnel dug under the Red 
wall, the West Berlin govern- 
ment reported todayi East Ger- 
many said one of its border 
guards was shot dead during 
the escape and called it mur- 
der. 


It was believed to be one of 


the biggest mass escapes since 
the Red wall was erected in the 
summer of 1961. 


All the refugees, 23 men, 31 


women and 3 children, came 
through unhurt. Red g u a r d s 
found the tunnel just after the 
escape and fired submachine 
guns into the passageway. 


The East German 
Defense 


Ministry said the border guard 
was killed "by aimed shots 
from armed bandits" who had 
penetrated into East German 
territory through the tunnel. 


It seemed possible 
that the 


guard was in the tunnel and fell 
under the fire of his comrades. 


Informed sources said this 


was believed .to be the third 
successful tunn&l exploit recent- 
ly. West Berlin authorities try 
to keep escape methods secret 


The latest tunnel was under

the tunnel the city government 
announced the escape.

,;A. boy or girl under 21 may 
still be able to drink a beer at a 
party or use false identification 
to get a highball at a bar, but 
because of the new law he risks, 
a trip to jailor a stiff fine. Be- 
fore.- the 
worst .'punishment 


could 'be a 
lifiht penalty for 


disorderly oohUiict.' '

"I think this law coul.d stamp 


our our problem" with minors in 
three years," says Bill T, Plasti- 
no, Lancaster tavern; operator, 
His comment is typical of most 
of those who face young people 
across a bar and have to decide 
whether he or she really is of 
age. 


The new law stipulates that 


minors—those under 2t ~ who 
"attempt to purchase, consume, 
possess or transport alcohol, 
liquor or malt-brewed bever- 
ages" are subject to fines be- 
tween $25 and $100 or 30 days in 
jail or both. 


This 
puts 
the 
punishment 


directly on the juvenile. Before 
the 
new 
law, 
tavern-owners 


were dealt the worst punish- 
ment. Some innocently served 
u n d o r-age 
patrons 
who 


produced fake or forged identifi- 
cation cards. 


"We ask 
for cards;" said 


Kenneth D. Kochel of Lancas- 
ter, "sometimes several of them, 
and we also try to judge the 
ages. But some of these kids are 
really tough to judge; Girls, 
particularly, are apt to fool 
you." 


Kochel was fined $150 in 1962 


.for selling .beer to a minor. It 
almost made him quit the,tap- 
room business, .because of the 
risk.

Today, he's high in praise of 


the new law which he says has 
"cut down the number of mi- 
nors coming in here trying to 
buy alcoholic beverages."

Detective Capt. David 
M. 


Rineer of Lancaster said the 
law has made it easier for offi- 
cers to deal with, 
under-age 


drinkers. 


"Many of our men now come 


across infractions while carry- 
ing out routine duties. When this 
happens, we have the authority 
to make an arrest with the 
knowledge that a prosecution is 
justified," he says.

passed," says Richard Hagerty, 
Warren County deputy sheriff. 
He asserts the statute not only 
deter« youthful liquor purchas- 
ers, but it is equally effective in 
unveiling their suppliers. 


The reason is that minors who 


are unwilling to disclose infor- 
mation about where 
they ob- 


tained liquor or beer are threat- 
ened with stiffer sentences. This 
generally loosens their tongues, 
says Hagerty.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 


Amendment No. 52 


(Legislative) 


That the following is hereby 


proposed as an 'amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas, and upon being sub 
mitted to the electors of the 
State for approval or rejection 
at the. next general election for 
Representatives and Senators, 
If a majority of the electors 
voting thereon, 
at such an 


election, adopt such amend- 
ment, the same shall become: a 
part of the Constitution of the 
State of Arkansas to wit; 


SECTION 1. the General As 


sembly shall have the power to 
provide by general laws for the 
establishment and operation (aV 
of industrial districts for the 


, .purpose , of, securing and . devel- 


oping industry, and (b) of hos- 
pital districts for the purpose 
of acquiring, constructing, 
re- 


constructing or extending hospi- 
tals. The land boundaries of the 
respective said districts shall be 
fixed in the manner provided by 
the . General Assembly. 


SECTION 2. The said districts 


shall have such powers pertain- 
ing to. the respective purposes 
aforesaid and may exercise the 
same in such manner as shall 
be provided by the General As- 
sembly, including without limi- 
tation power to issue. bonds and 
to levy taxes upon the taxable 
real and personal property in 
said districts, upon approval 
thereof by a majority of the 
qualified electors of said district 
voting thereon at an election 
called for such purpose. Provid- 
ed, however, there shall never 
be levied a tax on the taxable 
real and personal property; (a) 
of any industrial district which, 
together with any tax levied 
under the provisions of Amend- 
ment No. 49 to the Constitutim. 
shall exceed five (5) mills on 
the dollar of the assessed val- 
uation thereof; or (b) of any 
hospital district, which, together 
with any tax levied under th« 
provisions of Amendment No. 
17 to the Constitution, shall ex- 
ceed five (5) mills on the dol- 
lar of the assessed vlauation 
thereof, except that, the full said 
five (5) mills being levied under 
Amenement No. 17, the said 
hospital district may levy an 
adriitional tax of not to exceed 
one (1) mill on the dollar of the 
assessed valuation of the taxa- 
ble real and personal property 
in finid hospital district. Provid- 
ed further, that the total taxes 
levied under 'this Amendment 
and under Amendment No. 49 
to the Constitution on the tax- 
able real and personal property 
in an industrial district shall 
never exceed five (5) mills on 
the dollar of the assessed val- 
uation thereof, and the total 
taxes levied under this Amend- 
ment and under Amendment 
No. 17 to the Constitution on the 
taxable real and personal prop- 
erty in any hospital district 
shall never exceed six (6) mills 
on the dollar of the assessed val- 
uation thereof. 


SECTION 3. To such extent 


and in such manner as the Gen 
eral Assembly may provide, 
taxes collected 
under Amend- 


ment No. 32 to the Constitution 
on the taxable real and personal 
property in any hospital dis- 
trict shall be used for maintain- 
ing, operating 
and supporting 


district hospitals. 


SECTION. 4. The provisions 


here of shall be construed as 
supplemental to all constitution- 
al provisions and legislative 
acts relating to the subject mat 
ters of this Amendment.

AMENDMENT NO. 51 


(Legislative)
